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REGISTRATION 


URING the period of a campaign of any sort the 

long view, without which no campaign is likely to 

be worth while, is generally obscured by the im- 

mediate objectives of the moment ; and probably 

without an immediate focus no campaign would ever 

succeed. But when all is said and done, it is the ideal 

for which effort has been made that is the important thing, 

from which the effort itself derives only a subsidiary 

importance. When such effort has been made, it may be 

successfully made, there is always a following peril: that 

the workers will rest satisfied, mistaking the foothills for 

the mountains. It may be that it is some such fault as 

this which has made a consolidation of the Peace position 

such a sorry business in comparison with the triumph 

of the War: and that the nation ceased in united effort 
when the cease-fire sounded. 

That is a consideration in which we are all interested 
but which may be explored in more suitable columns than 
these. We mention it rather as an example which might 
equally apply to matters of more immediate concern to 
us, if these are allowed to drift the same way. 

This year will be noted in architectural history as one 
which marked the culmination of many years of effort 
in the profession; the end of a campaign in fact. The 
Registration of Architects by law will have become an 
accomplished fact, for good or ill. A policy which more 
than once split the profession into hostile camps has not 
only become the official policy of the largest representative 
society of the profession, but has entered upon a statutory 
existence. Living, as we have, through most of the years 
of dispute, difference, and compromise, which have marked 
the course of the Registration campaign, we know much 
of the effort it has cost to pilot a Bill through to the Statute 
Book. Referring to this effort, one of our correspondents 
says: “It has been an effort in which many individuals 
have spared no pains: in which many have sacrificed 
personal prejudices; in which all in the organised pro- 
fession have given up something. It is the long view which 
has dominated those who have acquiesced to the official 
course, and who have no enthusiasm for passing successes, 
Would it not be a thousand pities if all this zealous effort 
and sacrifice were spent to no purpose? Would it not be 
a tragedy if the long view ended in a mirage ? ” 

To those who may be satisfied with their success, who 
have experienced the strain of recent years, and the 
relief of tactical victory, the very idea of failure now the 
position has been stormed may seem remote. To our 
mind it is just such a time as that which is the dangerous 
time to weather, for no one is likely to imagine that the 
spires of New Jerusalem have been raised when no more 
than a foundation stone has been laid. 

To achieve a registered profession it has been found 
necessary to run many grave risks. Originally the qualified 
architect was one who had been tested and found not 
wanting. Then the test was made less severe; next the 
test became merely the one of established practice ; and 
finally, established practice became something not pre- 
viously recognised as such, including the side lines of estate 
agency, surveying and auctioneering and thelike. The most 
enthusiastic protagonist of Registration will admit that 
the mass talent of architects recognised as such by law 
is much diluted as compared with the proof spirit of the 
Institute. If those who have worked well and hard for a 
greater future content themselves with just the passing of 
an Act of Parliament, little but disillusion lies ahead. 

But we do not suggest that those who have the interests 
of the profession at heart will flag in their efforts to ensure 
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that the next generation of architects shall be a better one 
than this. We do not believe that those who have the 
well-being of the Community at heart, and who believe 
that architects have a great contribution to make towards 
that end, will be content with a register that remains open 
to all and sundry who may choose to adopt the profession 
of architecture as a means of making money. To us, as 
to most others who have thought at all deeply about 


‘this matter, including the promotors of the Bill, the salva- 


tion of the situation lies in an energetic and wise admini- 
stration of the educational machine. Having conceded 
a place in its organised ranks to many who have small title 
to it, the profession owes it to itself and to the community 
to see that those who follow after, and who will have had 
fair warning as to what will be expected of them, shall 
pass through an adequate course of training, and having 
passed through that shall be put to a test severe enough 
to prove both their industry and their talent. 

We shall hope to see without delay some definite move 
in this direction before matters have settled down into an 
indefinite muddle. The Institute will have our full support 
in any policy which approaches the legitimate goal of the 
Registration policy, as in every step which brings a stage 
nearer the highest standards of architectural practice and 
destruction to professional incompetence and artistic 
futility. To achieve this will need a great deal of con- 
structive work. Something more than a declaration of policy 
in general terms is required ; something more even than 
an enlargement of the professional examination system : 
something more than can be contrived within the four 
walls of headquarters. There will be needed a fresh and 
responsible outlook from the schools, upon which founda- 
tions will need to be built up, something adequate to the 
fresh needs of the profession. There will be needed among 
architects individually a fresh interest in the careers of 
those whom they are training, or who work for them in 
some subordinate capacity. There will be needed among 
those who have found a place on the register by easy and 
formal ways a realisation that this.course cannot remain 
open by favour or precedent to those who will enter a 
fully registered profession in the future. In a word, from 
whatever angle we may view the future policy which is 
needed, we are faced with the same vital thing— 
Education. And by Education, we have not in mind 
some watertight compartment contained within the 
Schools of Architecture, so much as a general compre- 
hensive policy which aims to bring enlightenment to the 
public which the profession serves, as well as to the pro- 
fession which serves. Much of this may be directed 
towards the boys’ and girls’ schools where public opinion 
is first formed, and in this direction we see a great oppor- 
tunity for the Allied Societies to play still another useful 
part in the scheme of progress. The profession should 
not rest content until architecture, in some form, has become 
a recognised subject in the curriculum of public education 
so that young men and women meet architectural questions 
with some understanding of the principles involved. 

Finally, we would urge upon each member of the pro- 
fession to fall into line and pull his weight. There may 
be a temptation for some who have declared themselves, 


for one reason or another, opponents of Registration, to 


hold aloof in detached protest. To others it may serve as an 
occasion for indifference. In neither case can any useful 
purpose be served. The Register exists and will probably 
play an important part in the professional life of architects. 
It remains for us, we hope, to make of it an instrument 
for the ultimate service of the Community.

And besides all this 
there is the future development of the 
south side of London, which not only 
from an esthetic point of view but 
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from a practical and economic point of 
view is crying aloud for proper considera- 
tion.

In particular a considerable 
reduction in the distortion of common elm 
has been made by its application, with a bulk 
increase in material available for commercial 
purposes of not less than 10 to 20 per cent., 
and sometimes much more. 


Decline in Welsh Building. 

Official records, quoted by Councillor E. A. 
Charles, secretary of the Welsh Housing and 
Development Association, in the Association’s 
Year Book for 1931, show a considerable 
slackening down in the rate at which houses 
for the working classes are being provided in 
Wales. The total number of houses built last 
year was 3,638, of which 2,500 were built 
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by private enterprise without State assist- 


ance. This is little more than half of the 
total number so erected in 1929, and is just 
below a third of the number built in 1927.

CORRESPONDENCE 


Sir George Frampton and W. R. Lethaby. 

Srr,—Anticipating the likelihood of some 
correspondence concerning the obituary 
notices of Lethaby given by Prof. Beresford 
Pite and myself in your issue for July 24, I 
waited till now before sending you the im- 
portant information furnished me by my 
friend Dr. William Garnett, Commissioner 
of the 1851 Exhibition, on June 25, which 
in justice to Sir George Frampton, R.A., 
must be added to complete the story as 
follows :—‘‘In the early ‘nineties Lethaby 
and George Frampton were appointed by the 
Technical Education Board as Inspectors of 
Schools of Art and all the teaching controlled 
by the L.C.C. and Advisers to the Council 
in Art Subjects. They were officers in my 
department, and I saw much of them, I had 
strong reasons to believe that the Art Schools 
had failed to command the confidence of the 
Artistic Crafts, because in order to earn 
grants from the Science and Art Department 
they required their students to take up many 
subjects which had little or no bearing on the 
work the students had in view. I was there- 
fore anxious to provide art teaching more 
directly applicable to the crafts regardless 
of the grants paid by the department 

“The first step in this direction was to 
make it clear in opposition to the art masters 
throughout the country that the Technical 
Education Authorities might maintain art 
(and science) schools which were not under 
the control of the 8. and A. Department, and 
earned no grants. This point was settled in 
my favour, and that gave Frampton and 
Lethaby a clear field. 

“The Central School of Arts and Crafts 
was then projected under their joint direction. 

‘“Morley Hall, Regent-street, opposite the 
Polytechnic, had just become vacant, so was 
secured for the permanent headquarters of the 
Central School in its large saloons. 

‘* The successes achieved in a few years led 
to the erection of the Central School in South- 
ampton-row. The S. and A. Department was 
invited to “— the — and offer any 
suggestions, ery soon epartment 
posed to make attendance ae: the seheol 
respective of the syllabuses of the directory. 
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Later on Lethaby was appointed Principal of 
the School, Sir George Frampton remaining 
Art Adviser. Then came the question of re- 
modelling the Royal College of Art. The 
Duke of Devonshire was Lord President of 
the Council. He wrote to Sir William Rich- 
mond asking him if he would give him 20 
minutes to discuss the future of the Royal 
College. Richmond replied that he would 
not give 20 minutes, but if the Duke would 
make it two hours he would call. The Duke 
agreed and the interview lasted four 
hours. Richmond advised that the College 
should follow the lines of the Central School. 
Lethaby was offered the Professorship of 
Design, which he accepted, much to the 
Central School Council’s re e 

Under the influence of Frampton and 
Lethaby the Camberwell School followed very 
closely the model of the Central School, and 
with the substitution of the 8S. and A. De- 
partment of attendance grants for examina- 
tion results the influence of the Central School 
permeated other schools of art. 

When my plans for the Camberwell School 
of Art, known as ‘“‘the Lord Leighton 
Memorial,’”” were ready for execution, Dr. 
William Garnett and W. R. Lethaby had to 
be consulted as representatives of the L.C.C., 
and they examined and confirmed my design 
without any modification. I was at that 
time unaware that this particular schoo] was 
considered by them as a model consistent with 
the extended scheme described in the above 
letter, so it is no small pleasure now to learn 
about that circumstance. I now understand, 
too, how it came about that later Sir George 
Frampton left so many of his beautiful works 
by his will to this Camberwell institution, 
which now includes the Polytechnic erected 
from my plans adjoining the Art Gallery. 
Sir George Frampton was known to me as a 
student at the R.A., and his father did carv- 
ings for me on some of my buildings, while 
Sir No added statues or bas reliefs to the 
libraries I built at St. George’s in the East

Dove Cots in the Lothians. 


Srr,—I have to thank ‘‘ Homer ’’ for his 
kindly reference to my article on ** Dove Cots 
in the Lothians.’’ The point he raises regard- 
ing the apparent disregard of the Act of 1617 
also struck me as curious, The Act does not 
appear to have been repealed in the seven- 
teenth century, but I have found no satisfac- 
tory answer to ‘“‘ Homer’s ” question. In the 
registers of the Privy Seal, dated 1626, cer- 
tain penalties were to be meted out to the 
‘“biggers of dowcats contrare to the law.” 
Several possible methods of evading the law 
suggest themselves, one of which is, a mutual 
agreement between owners, but documentary 
evidence has not yet been exhausted. 

As I have only recently come to Scotland, 
I am not qualified to speak on the state of 
affairs in Fife, but I also have noted the great 
number of dove cots recorded in that county. 
We must remember that the discovery of the use 
of coal as a fuel by the monks at Dunfermline 
in the fifteenth century gave a great impetus 
to trade in a county which formerly had 
only a few scattered fishing villages round its 
coast and led King James VI to describe it 
(as ‘“‘Homer” states) ‘a beggar’s mantle 
with a fringe of gold.”” The fact that Falk- 
land Palace was a Royal hunting seat may 
have led to certain privileges being granted 
to the county for purposes of sport. I hope, 
however, to deal with dove cots in Fife as 
opportunity may arise. 

May I take this opportunity, sir, of stating 
my indebtedness to Mr. William Davidson, of 
Edinburgh, for his enthusiastic interest and 
encouragement in my survey of ‘‘ Dove Cots 
in the Lothians ”’?

KING EDWARD VI 


SCHOOL, SOUTHAMPTON 


THis competition must have presented 
some difficult problems for those who took 
part in it, and, at a later stage, for Mr. 
Sydney Tatchell, the assessor. It is, there- 
fore, satisfactory to learn that the award has 
the unqualified approval of the promoters 
and also of the headmaster of the school. 
The conditions included the usual extracts 
from the R.I.B.A. standard form and also a 
schedule of accommodation with some general 
indications for the guidance of competitors.

‘‘The school was founded in 1553 and 
provides a first-class education for the uni- 
versities and professions as well as for com- 
mercial and industrial life. The full school 
course is organised to cover the period from 
about 9 to 18 or 19. It is a day school. 
The new buildings are to be designed for the 
accommodation of 650 boys.” 


This general indication was no doubt in- 
tended to show that elevations should be of 
a traditional type and has been so interpreted 
by the majority of the competitors. It is 
also stated that “‘it is intended that the new 
school shall be erected in the N.W. corner of 
the site, and, if possible, shall be so planned 
as to render it unnecessary to move the cricket 
pitch.”” There is a sports pavilion at the 
S.W. corner of the ground, and as the site 
is now used for playing-fields it was obvious 
that the area to be covered by the new build- 
ings should be kept within the smallest limit 
possible. Another indication of importance 
in the conditions was that ‘‘ whilst the new 
school buildings should possess a definite 
collegiate character, strict regard should be 
paid to economy in plan and construction.”’ 


No figure was mentioned in the conditions 
for the cost, though the usual clause with 
regard to estimate was included. It appears 
probable that this was a deliberate omission 
designed to give more latitude to competi- 
tors, but in the answers to questions it is 
stated that ‘‘£100 per pupil should be re- 
garded as a maximum.” 


One hundred and twenty applications were 
received, but only 68 completed sets were 
sent in, and these included one or two which 
were of a very “‘sketchy”’ type. Apart from 
this the designs sent in were remarkably in- 
teresting, and the general standard of design 
and of draughtsmanship was well above the 
average. 


_ A first inspection of the drawings favoured 
set No. 22 filiears, Gray Evans & Crossley, 
A.R.IL.B.A.), who sent in a scheme with 
severa] merits and a few defects, the latter 
only being revealed by a close study of the 
plans. The authors have achieved what is the 
best elevation in the room, but we are inclined 
to think that this came first and that the 
details of their plan (Fig. 1) were devised to 
fit it. The main axis to the buildjng runs 
north and south, and on it is planned he hall 
and administration block, and in an entrance 
on each side are two long two-storied wings 
facing south-east and south-west, containing 
classrooms which terminate in two effective 
one-storied buildings—that on the right being 
the gymnasium, while on the left is the 
dining-room, etc., and woodwork and metal- 


work departments. The library is placed 
over the administration block on the central 
axis; the sanitary block is at the rear with 
science department over. The elevation has 
a central Corinthian portico in stone with 
wings in brick, and a pitched tile roof over. 
The defects in the plan are, firstly, the acute 
angle at the junction of main corridors in 
the wings and centre block; secondly, the 
rather cramped planning of the administra- 
tion block; and, thirdly, the resultant fact 
that supervision would be difficult. 


The design No. 11 (Mr. R. J. Tyndall, 
A.R.I.B.A.), placed first by the assessor, is, at 
a first glance, not very attractive, but a closer 
examination shows that it is “‘ a thoroughly 
practical design.’’ The system of corridors 
is direct, simvle, well lighted, and easy to 
supervise : the plan is compact, and takes 
less ground space than any of the others, 
and the departments are well placed as to 
aspect and their relation to each other. The 
lay-out (Fig. 2) is an elongated oblong, with 
the hall, administration block and main 
entrance on the short axis, with two rather 
narrow courts to east and west, classrooms 
on two floors on the south side.

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The gymnasium is in a separate block to the 
east. The planning of the sanitary blocks 
and the boiler-house sre good, and the 
staircases are wel] placed. The elevations 
are in brick, and give a well-proportioned 
south front of a traditional type. The 
authors have appreciated the fact—which has 
been overlooked by a good many other com- 
petitors—that the south elevation is the only 
one which will be properly seen from any 
distance. 
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The design placed third (Messrs. Unsworth 
and Goulder) is extremely interesting. The 
plan (Fig. 3) is shaped like a barrel, and this 
seemed to have been devised in order to 
avoid moving the cricket pitch. The circu- 
iation and corridors are excellent on both 
floors. ‘The main entrance and administra- 
tion block are on the west side, two floors 
of classrooms on the curved south front, 
with sanitary blocks and science department 
over on the corresponding north front. The 
hall is on the north and south axis, in the 
centre, with an open court on each side. 
We noticed one defect in the plan of the 
administration block, where the masters’ 
room is placed at the N.W. corner of the 
building, which would make it almost im- 
possible to see the playing-fields. The eleva- 
tions in brick are quiet and pleasing, and

the central block is sufficiently emphasised 
te make a good composition. Space does not 
permit of a detailed reference to the other 
sets. five of which are commended by the 
assessor, but the following brief notes may 
be of interest :— 

No. 5.—Elevation rather reminiscent of 
Aston Hall, Birmingham. Entrance on 
north side, near N.W. corner. Administra- 
tion block well planned, near main entrance. 
Circulation good. 

No. 38.—General lay-out on an open type 
of plan, with two large courts, good, but 
covers a good deal of ground. Drill “ courts ” 
outside building at east and west ends. Hall 
in centre, classrooms on south. Two floors. 

No. 20.—The weak point here is planning 
of the administration block. Headmaster’s 
room is separated from secretary’s room by 
a. Corridor and entrance, and kitchen is too 
near these. Classrooms south. West eleva- 
tion would be effective; others lack interest.

THE NEW FORM OF BUILDING CONTRACT : 


EXPLAINED AND ANNOTATED.—X 


By W. T. CRESWELL, Barrister-at-Law, Hon, A.R.LB.A., AS. 


THE CONDITIONS (Continued). 
Clause 15. Sub-contractors (Continued). 


The effect of this clause, which we partly 
dealt with in the last article, is to give to the 
architect the absolute right to select any 
specialists, merchants, tradesmen or the like, 
to do any work, or supply and fix any goods, 
for which prime cost prices or provisional 
sums are inserted in the contract; the con- 
tractor having the right to make a reasonable 
objection to any ‘particular sub-contractor 
nominated, and, further, to require that any 
such specialists, merchants, tradesmen or the 
like must, if required, enter into a proper 
contract with the contractor. 

The words ‘‘ or supplying any goods ’’ were 
much objected to in the 1928 form of contract 
ty the Builders’ Merchants’ Alliance, Ltd., 
because it was thought that firms who do not 
fix or instal goods or materials they may 
supply were not sub-contractors. It will be 
noticed that the words “and fixing’’ are 
now included in the clause of the new form, 
which should answer the objection. 


Meaning of “ Prime Cost ’’ and ‘‘ Provisional 
Sum.” 


In general, the term “prime cost’’ is 
applied to an approximate amount provided 
in the contract for supplying. particular small 
items to be provided by the contractor him- 
self, or purchased by him from a_ named 
merchant, and the term “‘ provisional sum ”’ 
is a term used similarly to this last, but in 
providing for larger items or sub-let work. 
In Crittall ». L.C.C. (1911), 75 J.P. 203, 
Channel J. said: ‘‘ Prime cost is not an ap- 
propriate expression for work done by the 
contractor himself. It means prime cost to 
the builder. Putting in prime cost items 
shows that it is contemplated that they will 
be carried out by somebody other than the 
contractor himself. Whether that is so, or 
not, putting them im as_ provisional items 
clearly has the effect that the contractor 
bases his contract upon that. sum being the 
srime cost of these articles. If so minded, 
be adds a profit in respect of prime cost items 
just as he does in respect of all other items 
in the contract; but if he is.content with the 
prime cost in reference to that small portion 
of the work, he adds his profit in a lump 
sum, and thereby reduces the total amount 
of his tender, which might enable him to get 
the contract. Nevertheless, in the ultimate 


settlement between himself and the employer, 
if more expense has been incurred than that 
sum provided for provisional items, then the 
difference is an extra on the contract. If, on 
the other hand, less expense is incurred, then 
it is a deduction. Again, if it so happened 
thau nothing was done in reference to a prime 
cost item, the whole of the provisional sum 
would be a deduction in the settlement. The 
effect of that, as it seems to me, is that 
things which are bought and the work which 
is done are, in fact, done on account of the 
building owner. The work ultimately be 
vomes vested in him.” 


Privity of Contract, 


A contractor may, and often does, enter 
into a definite contract for special works com- 
prised in the building contract; and may 
make himself liable to the specialist em- 
ployed. He may, in some instances, however, 
merely be acting as agent for the employer. 
and in so doing create privity of contract 
between the employer and the specialist em- 
ployed. Each case must, of course, be con- 
sidered on its own facts. Architects invitirg 
specialists, merchants, tradesmen or others to 
tender for work under provisional sums given 
in the specification or bills of quantities with 
the view of nominating the successful tenderer 
for the work should, however, take care to 
inform all of them that the accepted tenderer 
will be required to enter into a sub-contract 
with the contractor under the provisions of 
this clause, and, further, that the contractor 
has some hold over them in that he can object 
to them. Such a course will prevent dispute 
between the contractor and _ sub-contractor 
arising.

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AUCTION LAW 


AN interesting point appears to have been 
raised in a case reported in Zhe Times, 
January 29, relating to the sale by auction 
of a suit of valuable armour, for which it 
was stated there was only a limited market 
to American millionaires at a particular 
season. The action took the form of a claim 
for damages against the auctioneers for 
alleged breach of contract to procure from 
the bidder at the sale a deposit. There was 
a further claim for having detained the 
armour after the abortive sale, but this was 
abandoned, The action appears to have 
been based upon the fact that one of the 
auctioneer’s conditions of sale was that the 
buyer should pay down ten shillings in the 
pound, or more, of the purchase money, if 
required, as deposit, in default in payment 
of which the lot might be put up again and 
resold. 

From the report, it appears that at the 
auction a person who had previously acted 
for an American millionaire, and was known 
to both parties to the action to have so 
acted, made a bid and the lot was knocked 
down to him at £5,000, but no deposit was 
required from him, and subsequently the 
reputed American buyer had repudiated the 
authority of this person to act for him, and 
the reputed agent expressed himself unable 
to pay. 

The Court, in giving judgment for the 
defendant auctioneers, pointed out that the 
conditions of sale were addressed to the 
persons who came to the auction rooms to 
buy, and the duty of the auctioneer was to 
sell, using those conditions which had been 
issued for the protection of their clients 
with all due skill and care, but the exercise 
of that skill and care did not involve the 
rigorous enforcement of the conditions of 
sale on every occasion; it might be good 
business, and the only sensible course, on 
occasion not to ask for a deposit, and it was 
therefore clear that auctioneers must 
exercise their judgment whether or not they 
would ask for a deposit. Here it was known 
that the bidder had acted for the same 
principal, and there was no negligence in 
what the defendants had done. The Court 
further found that the plaintiffs had suffered 
no damage, for even if a deposit had been 
demanded from the bidder it was clear from 
the evidence that he would have said that 
he had not got the money, and then if the 
lot had been put up again it was equally 
clear on the evidence that the lot would not 
have heen sold, so the position would have 
been the same as it was at the trial. 

The important finding in this case is that 
there was no negligence, which in the cir- 
cumstances must mean that the auctioneers 
were justified in thinking that the bidder 
was an agent for the American buyer, and 
there was evidence of a connection between 
the two persons even in the evidence for the 
defendants that this bidder had acted fer 
the American buyer at their rooms 
(previously to the present occasion), for about 
six months before the auction both the 
American buyer and the alleged agent had 
come to the plaintiffs’ galleries together, and 
an offer of £4,000 had been made for the 
armour and it had been invoiced to the 
former, but the bargain had never been 
completed. 


If, however, a bid is made at auction by a 
bidder entirely unknown to the auctioneers, 
and they neglect to take a deposit under 
the conditions of sale, it appears from an 
old case, Hibbert v. Bayley (2 F. and F. 28), 
that would be evidence of negligence, and 
then, even though there was no actual 
injury, the plaintiff would be entitled to 
judgment for nominal damages. 


School Extensions, Wallsend.

COMPETITION FOR CORPORATION 
OFFICES, LEICESTER 


THE conditions governing this competition 
stated that the site of these proposed build- 
ings is a portion of a comprehensive scheme 
of street widening recently carried out, and 
competitors were required to show a develop- 
ment of the site as lock-up shops and offices, 
The whole of the street frontages except the 
space allocated to electrical showrooms and 
entrances or exits to or from the Offices, to 
be utilised for shops, laid out in units 
approximately 20 ft. frontage, each shop to 
have its own basement and lavatory accom- 
modation. 


The scheme was to include for future 
development, as well as provision for a City 
Treasurer’s Department containing three 
sub-divisions, viz.:—Rates department, 
motor-licenve department and valuation de- 
partment; a City Electrical Department sub- 
divided for engineers, manager, drawing 
office accountant, meter superintendent and 
inspectors and stores, etc. In connection 
with the Electrical, Department, a loading 
bay, with accommodation for twelve jointers’ 
trucks, was required. The motor licence de- 
partment was to have separate entrance and 
exit and spacy to accommodate a waiting 
queue of not less than 200 persons. The 
valuation office, could, if desired, be placed 
on an upper floor, but within easy reach of 
the City Treasurer’s Department. It was 
stated in the replies to queries, “ that cir- 
— throughout the building is desir- 
able.” 

A survey of the 102 designs submitted, and 
a close scrutiny of the premiated designs and 
certain outstanding ones amongst those 
unpremiated, suggests that, in spite of the 
lucidity of the conditions and the equally 
clear replies to queries, the problem pre- 
sented was no simple one. Several of the 
competitors, including two of those pre- 
miated, had submitted alternative schemes. 
Unless one has worked through the actual 
programme it is not easy to visualise all the 
knotty points that arise, yet it seems reason- 
able to assume that most competitors had 
experienced some difficulty with the traffic 
problem. At any rate, it is instructive to 
note how that queue of 200 persons has 
affected the planning. Some competitors 
have provided a separate waiting room. 
others have shown truncated corridors 
adjoining the motor licence office. Others. 
again, have provided a large entrance hall 
(one about 40 ft. by 40 ft.), and still others 
have zig-zagged their queue around parti- 
tions, discharging them finally into the lobby 
or hall whence they began their winding 
trail. Certainly the assessor must have 
awarded a goodly percentage of marks for 
the satisfactory solution of this part of the 
problem. 


Design Placed First. 

A study of the winning ground plan (and 
the ground plan is the key to the whole in 
this competition) reveals that the authors 
have concentrated on the _ circulation 
problem. By way of the vestibule on the 
centre line of the Charles-street frontage, 
and raised some ten steps above that level, 
is the main entrance hall, with doors 
directly opposite, opening into the public 
space of the rates department. 

Beyond the rates office is the motor licence 
office. Two corridors, one on either side of 
the rates office, connect the motor licence 
office with the entrance hall, solving at once 
the general problem of circulation and 
tidily disposing of the queue of 200 persons. 
Advantage has been taken of the conditions 
to place the valuation office on an upper 
floor. It is actually on the first floor and 
over the motor licence department, con- 
nected by lift and stairs with the remainder 
of the City Treasurer’s department. By 
thus planning only two units of the City 
Treasurer’s departn.ent as one block and 
freeing the ground plan of the valuation 
department, the winners have acquired for 


‘heir scheme compactness, directness, ease 
of communication, and a general simplicity 
of plan not found to anything like the 
same extent in any other scheme submitted. 
The elevations are sound, and one cannot 
well quarrel with them, yet they are not 
quite what is expected from the admirable 
planning. The elevations to No. 77, the 
winners’ alternative scheme, are much more 
satisfactory. 


Design Placed Second. 

This scheme has points in common with 
the winner. The rates office is again on 
the central axis from Charles-street, though 
not so immediately accessible. A spacious 
entrance hall allows free circulation. The 
valuation department is on an upper floor, 
but the full advantage of this move has been 
lost and the plan suffers proportionately. 
Stairs, lifts, and services generally are well 
considered, and the provision for future 
extension is good. The elevations have a 
distinctly modern character, but do not indi- 
cate any serious break with the best tradi- 
tions of this country. 


Design Placed Third. 


This is a sound and interesting scheme, 
balanced and compact and possessing many 
good points in planning. In this case the 
City Treasurer’s Department is planned 
wholly on the ground floor with direct en- 
trance from Charles-street to rates and 
valuation offices, but there is a separate en- 
trance from the junction of Charles-street 
and Rutland-street to offices and motor 
licence department. The waiting room for 
the queue is well placed. Generally the 
various departments are well accommodated. 
The elevations are, perhaps, more than the 
first and second designs, in harmony with 
a certain good tradition of brick and stone 
that one associates with the best of ancient 
and modern Leicester. 


Other Designs. 

The general standard of design submitted 
was very high, and, besides the three pre- 
miated, there were a dozen or more admir- 
able schemes. 

No, 3.—Messrs. Leathart & Granger. This 
design evidenced an ingenious handling of 
the problem, with carefully studied eleva- 
tions of brick and stone. 

No. 22.—Messrs. Crouch, Butler & Savage. 
This has a good, simple and economical plan. 

No. 33.—Mr. G. Nott. Another good 
general scheme with extremely sound eleva- 
tions, and well presented. 

No. 39.—Messrs. Lanchester & Lodge. In 
this scheme the three units of City Treasurer 
are planned as one large hall. The motor 
licence office is served by an in-and-out corri- 
dor from Halford-street. The elevational 
treatment is very fine and the interior is well 
conceived. 

No. 42.—Messrs. Surman & Benslyn. A 
well-presented and well-planned scheme with 
comely exterior. 

No. 46.—Mr. V. 0. Rees. A most attrac- 
tive scheme in plan and elevations. 

No. 48.—Messrs. Adams, Thompson & 
Fry. A very workable plan with bold ex- 
terior treatment. 

No. 50.—Messrs. W. Curtis Green & Part- 
ners. A good all-round scheme with eleva- 
tions of strongly individual character. _ 

No. 75.—Mr. T. C. Howitt. A design 
rather on the lines of the third premiated. 

No, 65.—Messrs. Pite, Son & Fairweather.. 
A design with extremely modern elevational 
treatment.

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NEW WHITGIFT 
GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


Tue original building, which accommo- 
dated “a warden, a schoolmaster and 28 
poor brethren,” was founded in 1599 by 
Archbishop Whitgift. The existing grammar 
school was opened in 1871, and was built 
from the designs of Arthur Blomfield, 
A.R.A. The new school building at Haling 
Park was commenced in January, 1930, from 
the drawings prepared by the architects, 
Messrs, J. R. Leathart and W. F. Granger, 
FF.R.ILB.A. The new _ school building 
accommodates 750 boys, is a day school, and 
is planned dn the quadrangular principle. 
The great hall with its stage and gallery 
forms the east side of the main quad, 
around the remaining sides of which are 
grouped the classroom blocks and the 
library. On the north and south ends of 
the hall are the main entrances, and 
adjacent these are disposed the boys’ 
entrances, cloak-rooms, changing-rooms, 
drying-rooms, shower-baths and lavatories. 
Behind the main quad. and approached by 
a vaulted corridor under the library is an 
inner court lighting the laboratories and 
lecture theatres of the science section. 
On the north side of the building, between 
the two quadrangles is the dining-hall with 
kitchen and service, together with the care- 
taker’s house. On the south side, the 
gymnasium and manual training depart- 
ment occupy a corresponding position. The 
O0.T.C. department is on the west of the 
gymnasium block, At the request of the 
Governors of the school, the architects have 
designed the building to accord with the 
Elizabethan associaticns of the Foundation. 
A close adaptation of 16th century motives 
has, however, been avoided, and the build- 
ing expresses the flavour of Elizabethan 
architecture with modern means of expres- 
sion. Red brick walls, Bath stone dressings, 
and tile roofs, with oak joinery and flooring, 
are the materials employed on the building 
which will have cost £120,000. 

The electrical consulting engineers were 
Messrs. Wingfield-Bowles and Clay ; the steel- 
work consulting engineer, Mr. J. F. 
Farquharson, M.I.Struct.E.; and acoustical 
adviser Mr. Hope Bagenal, A.R.I.B.A. The

Ilford War Memorial. 

The Ilford War Memorial, a _ children’s 
wing and hall, was erected and opened in 
1927. It is really part of the main scheme 
for the King George Hospital, and comprises 
the large ward of 18 beds, one two-bed ward, 
two single-bed wards, a play-room and the 
usual ward kitchen and bathroom, etc., and 
sanitary wing, which in this case is at the 
south-east of the large ward. The hall is 
octagon on the plan, 21 ft. 9 in. from wall to 
wall, and 16 ft. from floor to ceiling, and is 
top-lighted by a metal and glass dome 12 ft. 
in diameter. The walls inside are lined all 
round with Roman marble to the height of 
9 ft., on which are inscribed the names of 
over 700 Ilford men who fell in the Great 
War. The builders of this wing and hall 
were Messrs. Hammond and Miles, Ltd., of 
Scrafton Works, Ilford; the marble lining 
and inscriptions were carried out by Messrs. 
Fenning and Co., Ltd., of Hammersmith ; 
and the glass dome by the Luxfer Co., of 
Finsbury. The architects are Messrs. C. J. 
Dawson, Son and Allardyce, F., L. and 
F.R.I.B.A. 


King George Hospital, Ilford. 

The King George Hospital is built on the 
site of the Siford Denergeacy Hospital erected 
in 1909, the various buildings of which, to- 
gether with the Children’s War Memorial 
Hospital Ward erected in 1927, are incor- 
porated in and form part of the new hospital. 
The area of the site, which was originally 
about 44 acres, has by the recent acquisition 
of adjoining land been increased to about six 
acres, and further permanent open space is 
provided by various grounds around. 

From the central entrance hall of the out- 
patients’ and administration block a new 
connecting corridor runs north to the original 
main corridor, which runs east and west on 
the northern portion of this site. On the 
south side of this main corridor are the five 
ward blocks, so placed that each ward gets 
the maximum of sunshine and is protected 
from rough winds. At the time the emer- 
gency hospital was built the site was com- 
paratively in the country, and the most 
direct and convenient access to the hospital 
was from made-up roads on the north side of 
the site, the southern boundary being then a 
narrow country lane. A few years ago this 
lane was widened and made up, and became 
a portion of the new main arterial road from 
London to Southend, and also the most direct 
road for access to the site from the various 
portions of the very large district the hospital 
is intended to serve. For this reason the 
administration and out-patients’ block ihasjbeen 
erected at this southern end of the site, with 
its principal front facing this road, on which 
is also the principal entrance to the hospital. 
For the purpose of shortening the distance 
between the administration block and the 
wards and also to provide additional sun 
balcony space a colonnade has been provided 
between the ward blocks in line with the sun 
balconies at the south end of the wards, and 
on the north side of this one-ward block are 
the kitchen and stores blocks, dispensary, 
operating and massage block and the casualty 
block. At the ces in corner of the site 
are the boiler-house and mortuary and patho- 
logical laboratory, and at the north-west 
corner the nurses’ home and garden, and 
space for future extension is reserved. 


The principal entrance hall to the hospital 
is in the centre of the out-patients’ and ad- 
ministration block. Folding doors’ on 
three sides of the hall give access to the cor- 
ridors leading to the out-patients’ depart- 
ment and various rooms and staircases in the 
building, and also to the main connecting 
corridor of the hospital. On the ground floor 


on the west side of the hall are the matron’s 
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office, clerks’ and typists’ rooms, secretary’s 
office and board-room, with cloak-rooms, etc. 
The out-patients’ department occupies the re- 
mainder of the ground floor on the west side 
of the entrance hall and the whole of the 
ground floor on the east side of the hall, and 
comprises a separate entrance with patients’ 
cloak-rooms and a large waiting room with 
registration office. Four examination rooms 
-_ with two patients’ dressing boxes), 

.O.’s and physician’s and surgeon’s consult- 
ing rooms, and rooms for various treatments 
are disposed about. On the first floor of this 
block is a library and lecture room and a 
small chapel for the nurses, and the residen- 
tial quarters of the matron and the assistant 
matron and resident medical officers. On 
the second floor are further bedrooms, etc. 

The casualty block is situated at the north- 
east end of the main corridor, the casualty 
entrance being on the main roadway inside 
the hospital grounds, and comprises a receiv- 
ing room, minor operating room, recovery 
room, waiting room and lavatories, and sink 
roomand lavatory. The original and emergency 
hospital administration block has been altered 
and enlarged to provide ample space for hos- 
pital stores, etc., with a goods entrance and 
steward’s office on the ground floor and the 
operating theatres on the first floor over. 
The dispensary and a massage department 
are also in this block, but the entrance to 
each is from the main corridor. The 
operating block on the first floor comprises 
a hall from which direct access is given to 
two theatres, two anesthetic rooms, theatre 
sterilising room, wash-up room, linen room, 
surgeon’s room with bathroom, etc., and 
sister’s room, in addition to which on the 
same floor is.a third operating room and main 
sterilising room. Access to this, from the 
ground floor, is obtained by two stone stair- 
cases and an electric bed lit. 

The kitchen block comprises a top-lighted 
and ventilated kitchen suitable for the com- 
leted hospital, storage rooms, dining rooms 
or the kitchen staff and clerical staff, lava- 
tories, etc., and an enclosed yard. The two 
new ward blocks are of two stories, and will 
rovide 108 beds. Each block contains two 
arge wards for 23 beds each, with sanitary 
wing, bathroom, etc., two single-bed wards, 
one two-bed ward, a second bathroom, lava- 
tory and sink room, test and sterilising rooms, 
linen room, clothes stores, ward kitchen and 
sister’s room. 

The accommodation of the ward blocks 
erected in 1909 is 22 in the women’s block and 
18 in the men’s, and in the children’s ward 
blocks erected in 1927 and 1929 is 44. When 
the existing men’s and women’s wards are 
removed and the new ward blocks built in 
their place, the total will be about 300 beds. 

It should be noted that in connection with 
this hospital and from which it is adminis- 
tered there is a complete out-patients’ de- 
partment at Dagenham. 

The nurses’ home is entirely apart from the 
hospital and is self-contained, having its com- 
plete kitchen, dining room, etc. The present 
accommodation is for 63 nursing and domes- 
tic staff, but the kitchen, dining and recrea- 
tion rooms are sufficient for the additional 
nurses required when the hospital is com- 
pleted. In the boiler-house are two oil-fired 
steam boilers with calorifiers, acceleratin 
pumps, water softener, oil tank, ete., whic 
are provided of ample capacity to warm the 
whole of the various hospital buildings, pro- 
vide ample hot water supply to all fittings 
throughout the hospital, ie f also steam for 
cooking and sterilising purposes, when the 
total accommodation reaches 300 beds. The 
mortuary and pathological block, which is 
situated out of sight of the wards, contains 
a viewing room, a mortuary, post-mortem 
room and pathological laboratory, with space 
for future extension of the latter, 

The whole of the new buildings are faced 
outside with Brentwood red facing bricks 
with artificial stone copings, cills and strings, 
but the front entrance is in Portland stone. 
All floors and staircases are of fireproof con- 
struction. The pitched roofs are covered 
with red hand-made sand-faced tiles. The 
floors throughout the operating block, sur- 

cal room and out-patients’ block, casualty 
lock, and all bathrooms and lavatories, etc., 
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are in marble terrazzo. The new ward floors 


have oak batten flooring. The walls of 
sterilising rooms, kitchens, bathrooms and 
lavatories are tiled with white glazed tiles. 

The architects are Messrs. C. J. Dawson, 
Son and Allardyce, F., L. & F.R.I.B.A., of 
Clock House-chambers, Barking, and the con- 
sulting architect Mr. Thomas A. Pole, 
F.R.LB.A. The builders are the Ashford 
Builders’ Co., Ltd., of Ashford House, 3, 
Bloomsbury-place, W.C.1; while the clerk cf 
works was Mr. W. Kent, with Mr. Dix as 
general foreman. A list of the firms concerned 
in the work is given on page 253.

XLIIT.—ARCHITECTURE OF TO-DAY. 


Sir,—Negative makes several fundamen- 
tal mistakes in his reply to me, which the 
skill of his generalities does not hide. 

He takes as his hypothesis that there is 
no effort needed to express the spirit of the 
times, but that this will find a natural ex- 
pression in whatever way the designer ap- 
proaches his subject. This is a somewhat 
extravagant claim, which is not borne out 
by history in any way. The early English 
builders had a definite contribution to make 
to architecture, which the pointed arch pro- 
vided. The Renaissance architects had a 
definite aim in view of reviving the motives 
of the ancients. Even the Gothic Revivalists 
had a clear-cut contribution to make to his- 
tory, whether rightly or wrongly. None of 
these periods were chance developments, 
such as Negative suggests the modern style 
to be, and none of these periods had more 
reason for self expression than the present. 

Negative goes somewhat further than my 
intentions in suggesting that I imagine the 
modern architect tossing a coin for choice 
of style or choosing from a fashion plate, 
but he is prepared to go even so far with 
me and still say that all is well with the 
State. It is, indeed, difficult to understand 
such a mentality which has so much 
patience with futility and imagines that it 
can so serve a useful purpose. 

There is no generation which can afford 
to cease in effort, and the evidence of effort 
is self expression. What contribution has 
this age given to progress in this country? 
I say, ‘‘ Nothing,” because all that makes 
the biggest parade of modernism is lifted 
entire from the Continent, and all that has 
not arrived by this road is a vain repetition 
of the forms of the past. 

I have the greatest respect for the 
masters of to-day whose names Negative 
quotes, but their names fade into insignifi- 
cance when uttered in the same breath as 
Inigo Jones, Wren, Gibbs, and Chambers, 
because these latter carried things forward, 
while the others have left things where they 
found them: marking time with great skill, 
it is true. 

Incidentally, I have no patience with 
those inveterately cheerful people who re- 
fuse to be impressed by the facts of the 
moment. They do nothing but encourage a 
general relaxation of effort, and it is effort 
which is most needed to set the ship afloat 
once more. I will cheer up with pleasure so 
soon as I can see anything cheerful to act 
PosItTIvE.

HOUSING CAMPAIGN 


XIV.—LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ PROGRESS UP TO MARCH 31, 1931. 
By JAMES P. ORR 


THe progress of the Greater London 
housing campaign has been regularly re- 
viewed in Zhe Builder* since. September, 
1925. The purpose of this article is to 
bring this review up to March 31, 1931. By 
** Greater London’’ is meant Region K of 
the Minister of Health’s statistics—roughly 
the area within 15 miles of Charing Cross. 
As usual, houses rated at more than £35 are 
excluded, because they are rarely occupied 
by wage-earners. Houses erected in re- 
housing schemes—some 4,000 so far—are ex- 
cluded also, because they do not increase the 
sum total of houses available for occupation, 
but at best merely provide alternative 
accommodation in place of houses closed for 
demolition in slum-clearance schemes. 


State-aided Municipal Houses. 

Table I shows the progress made in the 
Greater London housing campaign in the 
7 years since March, 1924, when the first 
batches of houses built under the Chamber- 
lain Housing Act of 1923, with the aid of a 
State subsidy of £6 per house per annum 
for 20 years, were being <onalenen. 

in these 7 years the L.C.C. have built 
31.036 and the other 123 local authorities of 
Greater London 29,748 houses. The aggre- 
gate of 60,784 State-aided houses represents 
7.4 houses per thousand of the 1929 popula- 
tion of Greater London, an annual average 
oi just over one house per thousand of popu- 
lation. 

The total number of post-war subsidised 
houses built by the local authorities of 
Greater London up to April, 1924, was 
28,361. More than twice that number have 
been completed in these last 7 years, 
making the aggregate output up to April, 
1931, 89,145. This is a great achievement 
which would never have been dreamt of in 
pre-war days; but it represents only 10.9 
houses per thousand of population, and com- 
pares badly with the achievements of Bir- 
mingham, Liverpool and Manchester, where 
the corresponding figures were 35.3, 22.6, and 
19.8 respectively (vide Table II). 

The aggregate post-war output of all the 
local authorities of England and Wales stood 
on April 1, 1931, at 580,283, representing 
14.6 houses per thousand of population, i.e., 
about one-third more than the corresponding 
figure for Greater London. Of this aggregate 
London’s share is 15.4 per cent., whereas its 
share of the population of England and 
Wales is 20.7 per cent. 

With well over one-fifth of the population 
of the whole country, London has some 
27,000 houses less than one-fifth of the post- 
war municipal houses; and its contribution 
to the aggregate of municipal houses built in 
the last six months was iittle more than 
one-eighth. . 

Though the 6-monthly output has_ in 
London been gradually improving in the last 
three half-years, the total output in the two 
years since March, 1929, only just exceeds 
that of the single year, 1928-9. It was ex- 
pected that there would be a revival of 
municipal activitv after the passing of the 
Housing Act of 1930, with its specially high 
subsidy, but in Greater London no house had 
been completed: under that Act by March 
31, 1931. 


State-aided Private Enterprise. 

The last three figures in col. 3(a) of 
Table I clearly indicate that the Wheatley 
subsidy has so far failed to attract private 
enterprise to the building of small houses to 
be let at moderate rents. This is most deplor- 
able; but the reason is not far to seek. When 
the Wheatley Act of 1924 was ‘‘on the 
anvil,” it was recognised that houses built by 
private enternrise with the aid of the Cham- 
berlain subsidy were almost all being built

not for letting but for sale, so that the bene- 
ficiaries were people far better off than the 
families most in need of early relief from 
bad housing, viz., families who can afford 
rents (including rates) of at most 15s. per 
week. ‘To induce private enterprise to build 
for these poorer families, the State subsidy 
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was increased to £9 per house per annum 
and made available for 40 instead of 20 years, 
but only on condition that the houses be let 
at not more than a prescribed maximum 
weekly rent representing roughly the rent 
normally paid for a pre-war house of like 
type in the neighbourhood. It was no doubt 
this condition combined with high cost that 
made the higher subsidy unattractive to pri- 
vate enterprise, so long as the general de- 
mand for small houses continued and the 
alternative Chamberlain subsidy was avail- 


able. The high output prior to October,

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1929 (vide Table I, col. 3) consisted almost 
entirely of houses built with the aid of the 
Chamberlain subsidy. 

It was hoped that, on the cessation of the 
Chamberlain subsidy scheme in October, 
1929, the resources of the building industry 
would, under the attraction of the high 
Wheatley subsidy, be much more freely 
utilised for the production of houses to let 
at moderate rents; but this hope has not 
been realised : the output of Wheatley houses 
through private enterprise has remained quite 
insignificant; and the resources made avail- 
able by the cessation of the Chamberlain 
scheme have been diverted to work on 
unaided enterprise, as is clearly shown by the 
rapid increase of output shown in column 4 
of Table I. This is all to the good so far as 
the saving to the Exchequer in subsidy is 
concerned; but it leaves the problem of pro- 
viding for the poorer families untouched, and 
so makes its solution all the harder for the 
local authorities left to tackle it alone. 


Houses Built Without Subsidy. 


The most remarkable feature in the last 
six months’ campaign was the work of 
unaided private enterprise, which produced 
nearly 85 per cent. of the whole output of 
the half-year, and beat the previous best half- 
vear’s output by over 18 per cent., i.e., by 
35,861 houses. 

The share of unaided private enterprise in 
the total output of small houses since. the 
war has steadily risen everv half-year till 
now it exceeds 55 per cent. Each half-year’s 
output has beaten that of the previous half- 
vear, so that against 6,923 houses in the first 
half of 1925-6 the outnut of this last half of 
1930-1 reached 21,174, just exceeding the 
output of the whole year 1928-9, the then 
best on record. 


Cost and Rent. 


A scrutiny of the contract prices sanctioned 
during the six months under review discloses 
the usual perplexing discrepancies from place 
to place. The prices of. non-parlour houses 
have ranged from £319 for a floor area of 
662 sq. ft. in Enfield to £470 for 860 sq. ft. 
in East Ham, giving average prices per foot 
super of 9s. 8d. and 10s. 11d. resnectivelv. 
Naturally East Ham cannot get their weekly 
rents down to anything like the 10s. 9d. 
(including rates) charged in Enfield; but, if 
low rents are desired in East Ham, a reduc- 
tion could surely be achieved by reducing 
the floor area to 662 sq. ft. This area is ex- 
ceptionally low for a 4-roomed house; but 
Enfield built at the same time 4-roomed 
houses with the more usual floor-area of 743 
sq. ft. For these they charge 12s. 6d. rent. 
without exceeding the statutory annual 
charge of £3 15s. per house on the rates. It 
is puzzling, therefore, to find that the rent 
charged by Croydon for a new house of 
764 sq. ft. is 17s. 1d. (including 1s. 2d. for 
electric light). The difference in cost—£387 
in Croydon, £353 in Enfield—does not 
account for this great difference in rent. 

The abovesaid figures are for cottages. 
The cost of housing a familv in block dwell- 
ings in Central London is very much higher, 
and rents naturally follow suit. In the 
L.C.C.’s_ estimates for their new 5-year 
programme the mere constructional cost, 
apart from land, averages £625 per dwelling. 
With cost so high, central London rents mrst 
necessarily remain beyond the reach of the 
poorer classes. Even the charitable societies 
who can get capital at 24 per cent. interest 
find it difficult to cater for the poorer classes. 
With the exception of the Sutton Trust, none 
of them have let more than’a negligible nnm- 
ber of 3-roomers (let alone 4-roomers, which 
are what the average working-class family 
wants) at 12s. 6d. or less per week. 


Distribution of New Houses. 


Table III shows the distribution of muni- 
cipal houses and of population over the six 
counties into which Greater London extends. 
By March 31, 1931, the LC.C. had built 
39,077 houses (10,379 in London County and 
28,698 outside), i.c., 8.8 per thousand of the

county population, and the City and 28 
metropolitan boroughs 11,015 houses since the 
war. The residents of London County had 
thus been supplied with 50,092 houses, i.e., 
11.3 per thousand of population, while the 94 
local authorities of Outer London had built 
for their constituents 39,053, i.e., 10.4 per 
thousand. Against these new houses have to 
be reckoned on the other side of the account 
an unknown, but in Central London a very 
large, number of houses demolished in re- 
development schemes. 

The L.C.C. completed in the six months 
under review two very large groups of houses 


‘in Becontree and Morden, together with a 


small but very important block of 44 flats 
in Fulham, the first fruits of their great 
Yentral London scheme for the benefit of 
families whose work requires them to live 
near the centre. The rents are unfortunately 
fixed at flat rates according to accommoda- 
tion, as usual, and so must in view of the 
high cost necessarily be beyond the reach of 
the poorer classes; those of the Fulham 
blocks range from 13s. 6d. to 18s., to which 
must be added rates, which will bring the 
inclusive rent of even the smallest 3-roomer 
up to about 18s. ; 

Apart from the L.C.C., the outstanding 
municival achievements of the six months 
were, in London County, the 111 new dwell- 
ings completed in Islington and, outside, 212 
cottages in Croydon, 163 in Twickenham, 88 
in Barking, 82 in Ruislip-Northwood and 76 
in Edmonton. 


Present’ Position. 


The effect of the housing campaign of the 
last six months on the position in London 
may be summarised as follows :—25,033 more 
small houses have been built, but only 3,669 
of these were municipal houses; and only a 
small fraction of these 3,669 and of the 190 
built by subsidised private enterprise were let 
at 12s. 6d. or less per week. Of the 3,669 
only 2,423 were available for residents of 
London County, and only 243 of these are 
situated within the county. 


Thus, in spite of the extensive building 
operations of the last twelve years and the 
huge annual drain upon the public purse en- 
tailed by housing subsidies, which are in effect 
part-payments of the rents of subsidised 
houses, the ‘‘ poorer classes ”’ are still catered 
for to only a negligible extent in the Greater 
London housing campaign, and those of Cen- 
tral London were hardly affected by the cam- 
paign of the last six months. 

[N.B.—In these reviews, the term ‘‘ poorer 
classes’ is used to indicate families whose 
earnings set against essential needs leave a 
margin too small to permit of their paying a 
rent (including rates) of more than 12s. 6d. 
per week. ] 

From the point of view of the interests of 
the poorer classes, the splendid work of un- 
aided private enterprise for the middle classes 
and the better-to-do of the working classes is 
a nuisance, because it is keeping the cost of 
houses up. So long as there is no substantial 
decrease in cost, subsidised private enterprise 
and Jocal authorities ean do little for the 
poorer classes unless the subsidy is substan- 
tially increased; and it is at least open to 
doubt whether the continuance of subsidised 
building, increasing the already almost intoler- 
able burden upon the public purse, is justi- 
fied so long as it leaves practically untouched 
what is now the real housing problem of Lon- 
don, viz., the problem of relieving the poorer 
classes from bad housing, particularly those 
who have to live near their work in Central 
London. 


Comparison with Birminghem, Liverpool and 
Manchester. 


Building societies, aided by the amended 
Small Dwellings Acquisition Act, and more 
recently bv favourable conditions in the 
money market, have done wonders in the wav 
of stimulating and maintaining the demand 
for small houses among would-be home-owners. 
But this constant high demand in London for 
houses which the purchasers use mainly for 
their own residence, and only very rarely for 
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letting, even in part, at rents which the 
poorer classes can afford, causes a continual 
increase in the total output of small houses 
(vide Table I, Column 5); and, as predicted 
in the first of this series of reviews (vide 
The Builder of January 15, 1926, p. 124), so 
long as this increasing demand on the London 
building industry, together with the special 
demand consequent on the redevelopment of 
Central London continues, there can be no 
marked decrease in the cost of municipal 
houses, and consequently in the rents at whic) 
local authorities can let them; and so London 
must continue to lag behind the provinces 2s 
regards provision of houses for people of 
small means. This is fully borne out by the 
figures in Table II. is 

If all new houses, whether subsidised or not, 
are taken into account, London is not very 
far behind England and Wales as a whole 
from the point of view of output of houses 
in proportion to population; but, as regards 
municipal houses, its output per 1,000 cf 
population is only three-fourths of that of 
the whole country; and this is the important 
figure so far as the solution of the real hous- 
ing problem of the present day is concerned, 
because poor families are almost entirely de- 
pendent on municipal houses for escape from 
bad housing. 

Here London cuts a very poor figure in 
comparison with the northern cities. For 
every home provided by the 124 local 
authorities of Greater London per thousand of 
population, the Corporations of these cities 
have provided—Birmingham nearly 34, Liver- 
pool over 2, and Manchester over 13 

Birmingham, with unabated energy, con- 
tinues to forge farther and farther ahead of 
London, Liverpool and Manchester in 
its record of new houses provided per 
thousand of population; and a point that 
cannot be too strongly emphasised in compar- 
ing Birmingham with London is that Bir- 
mingham’s programme, unlike London’s, is 
based on a survey, kept up to date, of the 
needs and means of ali ill-housed families and 
is framed so as not only to supply new houses 
at moderate rents to suit all pockets, but alse 
to provide such of the poorer classes who 
cannot afford to rent new houses with lower- 
rented pre-war houses which the Corporation 
have purchased and reconditioned to serve this 
special purpose. 


Prospect. 


There is a good case for inquiry as to 
whether local authorities could not improve 
the housing prospect for the poorer classes 
by bringing down the cost of housing a 
family in the suburbs to something much 
nearer the figures of Birmingham, Enfield 
and Hayes without putting more than the 
statutory burden of £3 15s. per house per 
annum on the rates. 

There must be in London thousands of 
families who have for manv years had to 
endure housing conditions which the housing 
subsidies were designed to do away with, but 
which | still remain unchanged, if not 
worsened, simply because the suffering 
families cannot afford the rents charged for 
the subsidised houses. It must be quite a 
small proportion of these houses that are let 
at such low rents as the 10s. 9d. and 12s. 5d. 
of Enfield. But these are rents of houses 
with three bedrooms, and some of the 
families needing relief can do for the present 
with two bedrooms; so for these it should be 
possible to get rents down below 10s., and it 
might be a good thing for other local 
authorities to inquire how Enfield have got 
rents down, and to go and do likewise. 

There is, however, no prospect of such : 
reduction of cost as would bring new block 
dwellings, as distinguished from suburban 
cottages, within the reach of the poorer 
classes of Central London, who cannot 
migrate to the suburbs. It does not follow 
that nothing can be done to improve thei’ 
standard of housing. Something is bein; 
done for those few of them whose homes are 
to be swept away under slum-clearance 
schemes; but the great majority live outside 
the range of such schemes in lodgings of 
three, two or even one room each, in grossly 
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overcrowded houses; and the tendency to 
overcrowding is enhanced as the re-develop- 
ment of London, with its programme of de- 
molition, progresses. 

For the relief of such cases the writer has 
always advocated the adaptation in London 
of the Birmingham system of searching out 
and registering in a schedule of urgent cases 
the particular families who need better homes 
and framing a housing programme so as to 
meet the needs of these particular families in 
respect not only of the number of houses, 
but also of their type, location and rent. 
fA somewhat similar procedure is now pre- 
scribed for dealing with families resident in 
‘clearance areas” and ‘‘ improvement 
areas” under the Housing Act of 1930.] 

This would be a hopeless task for the 
L.C.C. alone, if all applications were con- 
sidered, but if the preliminary survey work 
were entrusted to the several Metropolitan 
Borough Councils, aided by housing societies, 
and only the most urgent cases were 
scheduled (say, a maximum of from 100 to 
200 for each borough, the figure varying from 
one borough to another according to local 
conditions) the task would not be really 
difficult. 


The writer’s article entitled ‘‘ How to Deal 
with Serious Overcrowding in London,’ pub- 
lished in The Builder of August 29, 1930, 
p. 355, shows how the scheduled families can 
be provided for, without building any more 
subsidised houses, and how the recurrence of 
overcrowding can and should be prevented. 


The main point is that homes must be made 
available for these scheduled families in both 
pre-war and post-war municipal dwellings by 
requiring (i.) tenants who no longer need 
that part-payment of their rent from the 
public purse which housing subsidies repre- 
sent, and (ii.) those who no longer need the 
protection from dispossession which they 
enjoy under the Rent Restriction Act, to 
move on and make way for the scheduled 
families. 

In the administration of housing subsidies, 
as in that of all other forms of public 
assistance, to avoid pauperisation and demoral- 
isation of the beneficiaries, it is essential to 
apply the principle that the assistance 
granted should be strictly limited to what 
is genuinely needed for decent living, and 
should cease with that need. 


If that principle were generally recognised 
and strictly enforced without fear or favour, 
hundreds of municipal tenants would be 
required to make way for scheduled appli- 
cants, who would then at last obtain relief 
from bad housing without a penny being 
added to the present annual cost of housing 
to the public purse. It should then be un- 
necessary to incur anything like the enormous 
capital expenditure of nearly 22 million 
pounds sterling involved in the programme 
for the next five yearsy which the L.C.C. 
have prenared under the 1930 Housing Act.

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THE WEEK IN 
PARLIAMENT 


WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 


London Refuse. 


Mr. Albery asked the Minister of Health 
whether he proposed to take any legislative 
action in the near future to contrel the dump- 
ing of London refuse in adjacent areas. 

Mr. Greenwood said he was not at present 
in a position to make a statement on this 
matter. The Town and Country Planning Bill 
before Parliament contained provisions which 
would empower local authorities in planning 
schemes to deal with the prohibition, regula- 
tion and control of the disposal of refuse. 


Rent Restrictions. 


Major Graham Pole asked the Minister of 
Health what action the Government proposed 
to take in regard to the Rent Restrictions 
Act. 

Mr. Greenwood said it was the intention of 
the Government to propose to Parliament 
in due course the extension of the existing 
Acts by means of the Expiring Laws Con- 
tinuance Act. 

Sir K. Wood asked if that meant that it 
was not proposed to take into consideration, 
so far as early legislation was concerned, any 
of the recommendations of the Departmental 
Committee. 

Mr. Greenwood said that, in order to be 
on the safe side, the Government were going 
to extend the existing law. 


Charing Cross Bridge. 

Lieut.-Colonel Ashley asked the Minister 
of ‘Transport whether he could now inform 
the House of the Government’s decision on 
the application of the London County Council 
for an undertaking that a grant at the rate 
of 75 per cent. would be available from the 
Road Fund should the Council decide to pro- 
mote a Bill for the construction of a road 
bridge at Charing Cross, based on the scheme 
recommended by the majority of the advisory 
committee presided over by Sir Leslie Scott. 

As announced in our ‘‘ General News” 
page last week, Mr. Morrison said he had 
caused a letter to be addressed to the London 
County Council to the effect that at the time 
when the London County Council (Charing 
Cross Bridge) Bill, 1930, was rejected by the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons, 
the Minister caused an assurance to be con- 
veyed to them that the Government would 
be prepared to support the Council should 
they decide to move the recommittal of the 
Bill. The Council, however, decided on the 
alternative course of appointing an Advisory 
Committee to recommend ‘‘an agreed 
scheme” for a new road bridge at Charing 
Cross. When this decision was conveyed to 
the Minister he considered it his duty, in 
view of the delay that would be involved and 
the uncertainty as to the outcome of the 
deliberations of the Advisory Committee, to 
inform the Council that he must be regarded 
as free to consider any scheme recommended 
by the Committee on its merits, and _ to 
examine it from the financial aspect. taking 
into account the position of the Road Fund 
at that time. f 

Unfortunately, in spite of their thorough 
and arduous efforts, the Advisory Committee 
have been unable to submit a scheme which 
can be regarded as ‘‘agreed.”’. The Govern- 
ment have most carefully reviewed the posi- 
tion in the light of all the circumstances af 
the case, including the present serlous econo- 
mic situation, and have authorised the 
Minister to convey to the Council their deci- 
sion that it is not possible at the present time 
to renew the offer of a 75 per cent. grant. 


Royal Assent. 

Both Houses rose on July 31 for the 
summer recess, and will reassemble on Octo- 
ber 20. The Royal Assent has been given 
to the Architects (Registration) Bill, the 
Housing (Rural Authorities) Bill, and the 
London Squares Preservation Bill.

Flushing Cisterns,

S1r,—Evidently the cisterns are fitted with 
high pressure valves, which are checked in 
action unless under full main pressure. The 
fitting of low pressure valves should cure 
the difficulty. PLUMBER. 


Str,—Our experience regarding the slow- 
ness of the filling of flushing cisterns is that 
the remedy is very}simple. When flushing cis- 
terns are connected to a storage cistern supply 
the ball valves in the flushing cisterns should 
be low pressure. It is a custom in the trade to 
supply flushing cisterns with high pressure 
ball valves, unless otherwise ordered, which 
are suitable for connecting to the main. It 
is therefore almost certain that the cisterns 
giving trouble are fitted with high pressure 
ball valves, and if thése are replaced with 
low pressure ball valves no further trouble 
will be experienced. L. G. RoutLence. 


Deduction from Lump Sum Contract.

Srr,—The essence of a lump sum contract 
is, where the bills of quantities do not form 
part of the contract, that the contractor 
gets his lump sum price even though he does 
not have to do certain things. Similarly. 
the employer is entitled to have everything 
done to complete the contract work as origin- 
ally contemplated, even though certain items 
necessary were neither specified nor shown 
en the drawings. But if anything additional 
is ordered wholly outside the work contem- 
plated in the lump sum contract, that is an 
“extra” which must be paid for by the 
employer.

ESTIMATING : SOME HINTS AND DATA—VI 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


BRICKWORK. 


Brickwork being one of the oldest and, at 
first sight, one of the simplest of the crafts, 
it may seem difficult to believe that any 
guidance is necessary in regard to the 
pricing of plain brickwork. Yet observation 
shows that many builders at the outset do 
experience difficulties in calculating the 
number of bricks and the amount of mortar 
required for a given piece of work, and this 
so constantly that the less experienced would 
appear to need some help. 

As yet there is no general agreement as to 
the method of billing brickwork. In London 
and the South it is usually billed in “Rods 
of Reduced Work,” that is to say, into 
volumes equal to 272 ft. superficial of 
brickwork one and one-half brick or 134 in. 
or 14 in, thick. In the Midlands and in 
the North the brickwork is usually billed 
in volumes equal to superficial yards one 
brick length or 9 in. in thickness. Some 
surveyors bill it in feet or yards cube. In 
speaking of reduced brickwork some sur- 
veyors mean 14 in. work and others Q 1n. 
‘Where the word ‘‘ reduced’’ is used, except 
after a measurement given in rods, the 
estimator should make sure of what thick- 
ness is meant unless it is clearly stated. 

In order to price brickwork given in these 
various volumes, it is first of all necessary 
to find out how many bricks and how much 
mortar will be required. If all bricks were 
of a standard size this would not present 
as much difficulty as it now does by reason 
of the diversity of sizes used in different 
parts of the country. Whereas a London 
stock will measure about 83 in. by 44 in. by 
23 in., a Midland common may measure 
91 in. by 43 in. by 3 in. or 3} in., and in the 
North bricks from 34 in. to 33 in. thick are 
frequently met with. The thickness of joint 
specified and the question of whether the 
bricks have or have not a frog has also to be 
considered. 

The easiest way to deal with this problem 
is to ignore for the moment the question 
of the particular volume to be priced, and 
instead price some simple volume on a fair- 
sized scale that contains figures easy to deal 
with. As an illustration, I will take a Mid- 
iand brick 94 in. long, 43 in. wide and 3 in. 
high, having no frog, and laid with 3 in. 
joints. At these sizes we get the following 
results :— 

64 brick courses will rise 18 ft. 

24 brick lengths will run 20 ft. of half 


brickwork. 

48 brick lengths will run 20 ft. of one 
brickwork. 

20 ft. by 18 ft. = 360 ft. super, or 40 yards 
super. 


‘Therefore, 40 yards super of 9 in. work will 
require 64 by 48 or 3,072 bricks. The 
surveyor will not have deducted one-course 
lintols and a number of small voids, so 
these will partly go towards waste, and if 
we raise the figure to 3,100 we should be 
safe. 

We have next to consider the mortar, and 
assuming we are working in true English 
bond, we get these figures :—

without waste, or, say, 24 yards cube, allow- 
ing for waste. 





There is still the labour to deal with, and 
for this purpose we will assume that on 
common brickwork from footings to roof a 
bricklayer and labourer will average fifty 
bricks per hour and that this allowance will 
cover labour cost of scaffolding, 

To find the cost of forty yards of 9 in. 
brickwork on the above basis is now 
simple :—

or with profit and establishment charges, 
say £24, or 12s. per yard super Yin. work. 
A rod of brickwork contains 46 yds. of 9 in. 
work, and on the same basis would be worth 
£27 12s. in the provinces, and rather more 
where the wages rates are higher, and less 
when they are lower. 

For adjusting this price for use with 
London stocks a greater number of_ bricks 
end more mortar will be used, and other 
adjustments may have to be made for differ- 
ing thicknesses of joint. In such cases, 
because the variations are usually in 
eighths of an inch, a convenient figure to 
use is twenty-four, which is divisible by 
eight without remainder. To take an 
example, assume that we wish to find the 
number of bricks in a rod of reduced work 
built with 9 in. by 23 in. bricks laid with 
% in. joints. It would contain 272 ft. sup. 
15 brick or 816ft. sup. of half brickwork. 

We thus have the data for a sum of this 
sort : 24 brick lengths, 9 in. plus 3 in. joint 
will lay 18 ft. 3in., 24 brick courses, 23 in. 
plus 3 in. joint will rise 6 ft. 3 in., and will 
require 24 x 24 = 576 bricks. 

Having a cross multiplication sum to do 
using these figures, we simplify it by multi-: 
plying the dimensions by four and get: 96 
brick lengths and joints will lay 73ft., 96 
brick courses and joints will rise 25ft., and 
will require 96 by 96 = 9,216 bricks. 73 
by 25 = 1,825ft. super, requiring 9,216 
bricks, therefore one rod or 816 ft. super 
will require 7-50 x = or 4,121 bricks; with 
waste, say, 4,200. 

Using these methods, and interposing a 
simplifying figure where it will ease the sum, 
the young estimator need be in no difficulty 
provided he does definitely know what are 
the actual sizes of the bricks he is going to 
use. 


Facing and Pointing. 

The surveyor usually takes facing and point- 
ing as an “extra only”’ item; that is to 
say, although he is going to use a different 
quality brick for the facing he ignores that 
fact for the time being, and measures and 
bills it first as though all the work were to 
be executed in common bricks. The estima- 
tor has to value it by finding the number 
of bricks in much the same way as above 
described, but has to remember that the 
forin of bond used will have an important 
bearing. In some districts a distinction has 
arisen between what is described as English 
bond and ‘“‘true’’ English bond. By the 
former may be meant that headers will only 
appear in every third, fourth or fifth course, 
whereas in English bond proper they appear 
in alternate courses. Taus, if we were again 
using the twenty-four brick length by twenty- 
four course rise method, we should deal with 
the bond question thus :— , 

In bastard English bond, three course 





stretcher one course header, the headers 
would appear six times, and consequently a 
further 144, or 720 facing bricks, would alto- 
gether be required. 

In English bond they would appear in 
every second course, and consequently half 
as many more bricks would be required than 
if they were all stretchers, or 576 + 288. 

In Flemisk bond the numbers of headers 
and stretchers used would be equal, but as a 
header would only lay half a brick length 
each course would contain 16 headers and 16 
stretchers, so that the twenty-four courses 
would contain (24 by 32) = 768 altogether. 

Applying these figures to a rod of brickwork 
built of 9 Se 23 in. bricks with 3 in. joints as 
before used, and assuming it to be 14 
inch work faced one side, we might find it 
in the bills of quantities as, say : One rod of 
reduced brickwork in 14-inch work above 
stone plinth and 272 ft. super of ‘“‘ extra 
only ’’ facing and pointing with, etc. In 
practice, there would probably be more than 
272 ft. super of facings, because quoins and 
reveals would be measured, but for present 
purposes we will let that go and ignore waste 
in cutting against openings, etc. We are to 
find the value of the ‘‘ extra only ’”’ facing. 

Pricing the rod of brickwork we allowed 
for 4,200 bricks, and consequently if there 
were no headers in the facings one-third of 
this number would be in facing bricks. It 
therefore follows that for 272 feet super of 
facings we should require for the various 
bonds :

In order, therefore, to find the extra only 
on facings we have first. of all to take the 
number of superior bricks required at the 
higher price required for them, and deduct 
the value of the common bricks thus dis- 
placed; thus, if commons are 60s. delivered 
and stacked and facings 100s. delivered and 
stacked, we should in this instance, if using 
English bond, base a price on 2,100 bricks 
at 40s., eauals 84s. or 1,008 pence and get

in decimals at low values, and we know the 
bricks require a bit more careful handling, 
we call this fourpence per foot or three 
shillings per yard super. We have still to 
add extra cost in laying, pointing, establish- 
ment charges, and profit. The extra value 
of pointing will depend on the material used, 
the method employed, and to some extent 
on the class of brick to be pointed. Dealing 
with the last point first, because it is one 
that is apt to be overlooked, rustic bricks 
cost more to point than pressed bricks, and, 
if through a rain-storm the pointing or the 
bedding mortar runs, they are very difficult 
to clean. 

Where the work is weather-pointed as it 
proceeds, leaving only the putlog holes to fill 
and the brickwork to wash as the scaffold- 
ing is taken down, the extra value of mortar 
is little or nothing. But if the joints are 
raked out when green and pointing is then 
carried out as a separate operation in a 
superior material, such as white Portland 
cement, the value of the material has to be 
considered. There is, however, a distinct 
tendency to undervalue the cost of pointing, 
as many a builder has discovered when, on 
account of the weather, the work has been 
delayed until (the bricklayers having nothing 
else to do) the true cost stands out in start- 
ling manner. In one such instance that came 
under my notice, where there was a large 
area of rustic bricks to point that had been 
raked out as built, though the bricklayers 
worked hard, the labour costs were upwards 
of two shillings per yard super. Glazed 
brickwork could have been pointed for less, 


) = 3°7 pence; but as we do not deal 
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or any other smooth-faced brick. In the 
same connection it has, however, to be re- 
membered that certain classes of bricks, 
even though smooth-faced, stain very easily 
and in such a way as to be extremely. diffi- 
cult to clean, even though a fairly strong 
solution of spirits of salts be used. 


Cavity Walling. 

Later on in this series, when we come to 
deal with estimating without quantities, we 
sha!] have something to say as to the true ad- 
ditional cost of cavity walling, but at present 
we are only concerned with it as it appears in 
the surveyor’s bill. Here it is sometimes 
described as,yards or feet super of cavity 
walling ; at others as an extra only over solid 
walling. In either case the estimator is 
placed in an extremely difficult position be- 
cause in quite nine cases out of ten he has to 
choose between putting a nominal price on it 
or run the risk of losing the work. A 
schedule price for the ‘‘ extra over value ”’ 
witi: four ties to the yard super is 2s. 3d. per 
yard, and if any real attempt is made to keep 
the cavity free from droppings, this price is 
little enough. If the instructions as to use 
of rules and hay bands were rigidly enforced, 
this price would be too low. ‘This is not the 
place to go into the merits and demerits of 
cavity construction, because at present we are 
only concerned with the value of it as an item 
in the surveyor’s bill. It is necessary, there- 
fore, to mention that the facing bricks used 
with eleven-inch bond will consist entirely of 
stretchers or stretchers and snaps, and this 
poiit has to be borne in mind when pricing 
the faced work. The fixing of window and 
door frames is usually a little more difficult 
and less satisfactory in cavity as compared 
with solid walls, and the estimator should take 
for a strap or two to each jamb, even though 
they are not specified. The value of closing 
the cavity against openings will depend on 
the method employed, and far too frequently 
this is described in terms that are con- 
veniently vague. 

Cavity construction will influence the price 
of a lot of other items, such as the making 
good round waste pipes, and the fixing of 
skirtings, picture rails, and even the joists. 
No real craftsman would adopt the same 
methods in plugging to a cavity wall as he 
would to a solid wall, and the extra time and 
care entailed are reflected in the cost and 
therefore the price of these works. 

Space does not allow any one trade or craft 
to be exhaustively dealt with, nor is that the 
object of these articles, which are not intended 
to do the estimating for the reader. The ob- 
ject is to indicate roughly the considerations 
that will engage the attention of the estimator 
when he is himself framing an estimate, and 
we are therefore confined to typical examples 
illustrating the principles and methods to be 
employed.

Water and Metal Investigations. 


An interesting case has recently been 

brought to the notice of the Copper and 
Brass extended Uses Council of a failure of 
water pipes under somewhat unusual condi- 
tions. A large institution put in a service 
of both hot and cold-water pipes in copper 
about 1910. A little while ago the water 
supply was chlorinated and treated with 
alumina-ferric. Soon after, trouble began 
to oceur in the horizontal lengths of the hot- 
water pipes, and was eventually traced to 
rust from the iron tanks, settling on the 
hottom of the horizontal pipes, where the 
‘low was slowest, and there, with the help of 
the treated water, setting up electrolytic 
corrosion with the copper. 
Samples of the copper and of the water 
trom the hot and cold services were sub- 
mitted to an analyst’s examination, and the 
diagnosis was as explained above; the trouble 
was due to over-alumination of the water, 
which resulted in an increase of acidity. It 
iias heen recommended that the water should 
be treated with soda-ash in addition to 
lumina, or by substituting sodium alu- 
minate in place of the alumina.
